pio Siaue cf Rain, and the People in Dire Dis'rai*-- 
Toe Effect Upon Crops aud Live Stoek—The Lat- 
est Reports From the Aff-cted Points - 
yno General News of the Day. 


GaLv Eston, Tex., April 10.—The past week 
has been one of expectancy and disappoinot- 
ment to the people of Texas. No rains of any 
consequence have fallen throughout the im- 
mepse 2¢1a NOW suffering fromjdrought. Dis- 
patches snd letters to the Galveston News and 
theSan Antonio Express, other papers of the 
state, continue to detail the widespread aud 
threatening character of the drought, the 
severity of which has preceptibly increased 
since the las report, 

The divught now extends from the far wast- 
ern gracilg lands across the state for a distancs 
of 800 miles, to the pine regions bordering on 
Louisiana. but decreases in severity as it ap- 
proaches the pinertes, from which section com- 
plaints are of recent date. ‘he goneral rains 
which nusua ly set in at thefall of the moon, 
are Wanuwg and the cool,dry winds of the 
past forto} ght continue to prevail except in 
the  cistrict immediately west and 
conthwes! of San Autouio, embracing Medina, 
Parders, Uvalde, Frio and Istascosa counties, 
w bere ny erate rains feil ye sterday, but not 
enough, sty the dispatches from that vicinity. 
This isone of the grazing sections of the state, 
where stock was dying. 

Betwec San Antonio and the coast, em- 
bracing such fertile counties as Guadaloupe, 
Gepvaics. Lavece, Colorado, Caldwell, Bastrop 
apd a dc “cn others, the drought has assumed a 
serious aspect, putting an embargo upon 
all agricultural development, e3pe- 
cially _cotton, the chief product 
of this sectiop. One correspondent describes 
rosd ways throughout this beit as covered toa 
depth ot several inches with dust. Tne fields 
are barren even of weeds, while strings of cxt- 
tle almest too peor to stand up, sre travelling 
censtsntiy in search of grass and water. 

In Central Texas, embracing about thirty 
counties surrounding Waco, Corsicana and 
Burnet, the situation is scarcely less promis- 
ing, all ve; orts agreeing that nothing but very 
early and plentiful rains will avert serious 
failure of the crops. 

Innorthern and northwestern Texas the 
érought is vot as severely feltas in the other 
sections, but complaints are increasing daily. 
A slight sprinkle of rain fell daring the week 
in Mitche:l county, along the line of the Texas 
snd Pacific road,but no report of rain fallinthe 
great P»n Hafidle district has been received. 
One result of the drought is the notable scarci- 
ty of exrly vegetables at the principal points. 
Anxiety over the situation is becoming greater 
every day. The wholesale houses of this city 
are calling their drummers olf the road, as the 
country merchants refuse to buy during the 
uncertainty of the’crop ontlook.

He Will Tread no More the Mimic S:age— 
the Cause of His Death. 
EVAN<VILLE, Ind, April 10.—Jobn 
mond, the celebrated- actor, died here ata 
quarter to one this morning. Hearrived here 
from the south Friday afternoon, quite ill from 
an intestinal disorder, complicated with heart 
disease. About midnigiit last night he com- 
menced failing rapidiy, and became uncon- 
scious. He was attended by the members of 
bis company, who are grief stricken over the 
sad ercurrence. Mr. Raymond’s family live in 
New York and sre not here. 

John T. Raymond was billed to appear at 

the opera house here fast Friday from Hop- 
kinevillc, Ky., where he appeared on Tours: 
day uight. The previous night he appeared: 
in Neshville, Tenn. Although uot at all 
well, suffering * from a severe cold, 
hekept up, and it was not until 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon of Friday that he consented, at 
the urgent request of physicians. here, not to 
appear that night. He was in bed from that 
time until the time of his death, which oc. 
curred at 1:30this morning. Friday afcernoon 
he slept a little for the first time ia several 
days, Drs, Candel and Herr, who 
Waited upon him, say that he was 
in a dying condition when he arrived here. 
The immediate cause of his death was heart 
diseace, complicated with severe cold, nervous 
Prostration and congestion of the stymach 
and bowels.

THE APRIL REPORT, 


es ee ere 
Showing the State of the Grain Crop and 
Farm Animals. 


WASHINGTON, Apri] 10.—The report of the 
department of agriculture for April relates to 
the condition of winter grain and the com- 
parative healthfulness of farm animals, The 
returns show that the conditjon of the soil at 
the time of seeding wheat was somewhat un- 
favorable in states of the Atlantic and guif 
ccasts, owing to the drought during the late 
summer end autump: most severe in portions 
of Penusylvania,in Meryland and Virginia, 
and in perisot Texas; the same unfavorable 
conditions prevailed in westarn Missouri and in 
I,ancas. ‘The continuous dry weather made 
plowing difficult, seeding late and in localities, 
where it was unbroken when the winter set 
in, germination was slow and the fall growth 
smell. Inthe great wheat states, west from 
Tennessee to Missonri, seed beds in a greater 
pait of ares was in a favorable condition, aud 
with Jecal exceptions the plant made good 
g)owth before going into winter quarters. | 

On the Pacific slope early seeding time was 
dry, but rains came /aterand the woole breadth 
was put ina iair condition, though somewhat 
aiter the veual date, The covering of snow 
during the esrly portion of the winter was 
better than tsnal over a large partofthe wheat 
area, but there are, from many sections, 
gompaints of scanty protection during 
the vo3y trying weather siace 
Msih. The month ef March was the most 
severe fora serics of a years, the tempora- 
ture being below the ayerage over the whole 
wheat areseastof the Mississippi river and 
altespate freezing aud thawing wronght 
serious Gamage to the bare fields, especially 
in bottom and poorly drained lands. Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia and Ohio suffered severely 
from this inclemency. 

The general average of condition is 88, the 
thessme aS in I&5i, aud higher than at the 
same date in 1556 and 1855, when it was 8) 
and 76, respectively. The April condition of 
last year was 925, which was still further 
improved by favorable weather during the 
month; the average for tho principal states 
are, New York 97, Pennnsylvania, 70, Maryland 
¢2, Virginia 79, Texas 79, Tennessee 94, Ken 
tueky 92,Ohbio 79, Michigan 92. Indiana 99, 
Illinois $2, Missouri 45, Kansas 83, California 
82, Oregon 9s. Damage from the Hessian 
fy is comparatively unnoticed. Its prasence 
is mentioned in from one to four counties in 
New York, Texas, Tennessee, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan. 

Rye has withstood the unfavorable meteoro- 
logical conditions better than wheat, the 
average of condition being 92, against 96 at 
tLe eame d@ate a year ago. Returns 
of the condition of farm animals 
show a loss of swine amounting to 134 per 
cent, or over fiveand @ half million, and in- 
dicates the continued wide spread prevalence 
of hog cholera. Lots of sheepamount to seven 
per cent. of cattle, four and three tenths per 
cent. Losses of cattle are heaviest in the 
south and on rauges of the far 
west from five to nine par cent, while in sec- 
tions. where shelter is provided and better care 
tvken. it amounts to only twoandahalftothiree 
percent. The lo33 among horses as usual is 
very «mall, amounting for the whole country 
to less than seven tenths of one per cent.

The New York Police Arrest the Suspected 
Murderer. 

New Yorxt, April 10.—The police have a 

man whom they believe murdered Lymn S. 

Weeks, in Brooklyn, on the night of Marca 15. 


. Three ‘crooks’ were, early in the week, ar- 


rested in this city for burglarizing a house ia 
Jersey City. They are. Paul Krouss, aged '25, 
Jobn Baker, aged 23, and Jehn Greenwall, 
aged 25, all Germans. The proceeds of the 
Jersey robbery were fonnd upon the men, 
On ‘Thursday last Krouss’ told Inspector 
Ryrnes that Greenwall had told him (K rousgs), 
that ke had shot Mr. Weeks in Brooklyn, had 
taken away his overcoatand pawned if, and 
then had sold the pistol Ke did the murder 
with, and had bought a new one, Green- 
walihad told the “crook” Baker the same 
story, and he was nervous and apprehensive. 
On Saturday afternoon Mr. Z. H. Chambar- 
leiznin, of Brooklyn, called atthe police head- 
quarters aud indentified Greenwali as 
one of the two men who 
sat opposite him on the ferry boat 
going to Brooklyn on the evening of Weeks’'s 
murder. It was Jearned that Gresonwall had 
bad a pal named Charles alias “Butch” Miller, 
about the time of Weekfs murder, and that 
Miller wesserving atermin the penitentiary 
for a recent offense. This man was brought 
to police headquarters, and Mr, Chamberiain 
rccognized Miller among’ twelve other men as 
the companion of Greenwall on the ferry boat 
going to Brooklyn on the night of Week's 
murder. And furthermore, Mr. Chamberiaia 
wason his way to his home when he saw 
theze men in.the ferry boat, and to reach his 
house isin the habit of passingSWeeks's house, 
As he did so that rightat about 11:30 o'clock, 
he passed two men standing beneath a trae 
nearly in front of Weeks’ house. Chamberlain

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THE CAROLINA LYNCHING. 


The Execuiion of the Negroes Looked Upon 
. as a Matter of Course. 

Cotumpia, 8, C., April 10.—[Special.] —The 
hanging of five negroes at Yorkville,as fally 
telegraphed to THE CONSTITUTION, has made 
less Impression in South Carolina than would 
teem naturel under the circumstauces. The 
public mind seems to have dwelt less upon th» 
banging of these negroes than upon the horri- 
bie murder for which they saffered. Indeed, 
the lynching seems rather to have increased 
public appreciation of the inhuman crias 
which the mob refused to see punished after 
ibe dignified and very sluggish fashion of the 
low. A harmless buy, tbe special pet of a 
happy household, happens to find out «a 
‘helt committed by these conspirators azatnst 
jaw end orderin York county. Carrying out 
the worn promise they had made to one an- 
olber,in orderthat no man might testify 
»geinst them, they proceed in cold blood, with 

brutal determination that perhaps was never 
txctl'ed, toput him todeath. They torture 
Lim needietsly. They even matilate his boy. 
‘Vi this to seal the lips of a# witness to one of 
their thefts! 

The murder was not the act of one man in- 
famed by passion, or coldiy seeking revenge. 
lt was the ect of corspirators who, trusting in 


the strength of their numbers, in the power of | 


combivation, were organized for crime. Hid 
(bese conspirators never reached the point of 
apy overs act, their very organization was 
(Lough tobripng on them the anger even of the 
most Conservative of citizens. Bat when their 
wmethcds of operation were illustrated by the 


| aourder of an inoffending boys, little wonder is 
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that the law could not meet the popular de- 
‘nend for speedy retribution. The demand 
wes notshewnin cxcitement. The lynchers 
were too late when, weeks ago, they visited 
the Yorkville jail, to find the prisoners already 
slipped away. Those who at last did their 
“work with such terrible effect were from 
the same seciion, were probably the 
very same men, as those who were foiled in 
ihesr firstattempt. In this lynching there was 
seemingly no hot blood at all. It was the act 
of eutraged citizens, who deliberately con- 
cluded that the time had fairly come fur them 
io take the law in their owa hands. 

It is to be noted that the particular section 
of York county, from which the lynchers are 
believed to have come, contains a population 
joug noted for its conservatism and for its 
allegiance to the law, even under temptation. 
The people there are noted for sobriety, 'hon- 
esty and thrift. Nowise Jacking in cour- 
ege, they seem, nevertheless, to have 
learned self-control toa degree with which 
“mobs” are never credited. There is no 
doubt that these men, in lynching the mur- 
derers ef little John Goode, believe that their 
action was necessary forthe maintenance of 
crcer in their section.

THE TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OFAN 
UNFORTUNATE INDIANIAN, 


He Discovers the Dead Body ofa Murdered Woman— 
Hie Flight and Cepture by the People— The Beal 
Criminal 4ppears in Time, and Saves 

His Life.- Other Newer, Etc. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., April 10--James 
Leonard, who had spent most of his life in tuis 
place, thought it would be a good thing to get 
acquainted some with the outside worid, and 
about a year ago he left town for the purpose 
of visiting other localities. He returned a few 
days since, determined to never again depart 
from the haunts of home, perfectly cured of 
his roving Cesires, for he had undergone an 
experience in his brief absence so thrilling in 
its nature that the remembrance appalis him 
with the horrors of a hideous dream. His 
story is briefiy this: While journeying on foot 
to a lonely railroad station at Opalen, IIL, for 
the purpose cf taking the cars to St. Louis, he 
entered the premises of a farm house to get a 
drink of water. When approaching the weil 
he passed a wood-shed, and was horrified to 
ece the corpse of a woman, while all around 
the ground was colored with her life’s blood, 
Hie stopped only long enough tosee the gory 
ax With which a 

THE BRUTAL MURDER 

bad been commited, then rushed in affright 
fromthe fearfolscene. As fast as his limbs 
wceuld bear him the terrified fellow fled, try- 
ing to lengthen as rapidly as possible the dis- 
tance between himse!f and the horrible sight 
he had witnessed. At last, wearied with flight, 
he sat down to rest, and while tryingto banish 
f:om his miud the shocking impressions made 
by the discovery of the murdered woman, he 
was ovettaken by a crowd of horsemen, who 
roughly assailed him and charged the crims of 
muider upon him. In vain did he deny the 
commission of the deed. The men tied his 
hands behind him, placed him upon a horse, 
eid with a repe around his neck started on the 
return with their prisoner to the farm-house 
where the dead woman Jay. Before reaching 
the pre? ises a couple of -boys joined 
the swell ug crowd of excited men and posi- 
tively identified the prisoner as the man they 
hed scen running from the house, just before 
they discovered the dead body. This evidence 
caused en examination of his clothing, and, 
sure encngh, on the bottom of his pants and 
the sides of his shoes were stains of blood, 
showing indeed that he had been at the scene 
cf{the murder. This newly discovered evi- 
cexrceincexsed the crowd to madness, aad, 
v hile the terrified prisoner would give no ex- 
planation, but cnly in half crazed tones con- 
tinne to repeat that he was innocent, 

HIS THOROUGHLY ENRAGED CAPTORS 
determined that he should at once pay the 
penslry of the crime with his life. With kicks 
and blows he was dragged to the litile farm- 
bourse where thecrime had been committed, 
the crowd avowing that he should be hung in 
the very shed where the body of the murdered 
woman hadbeen found. Before reaching the 
intended place of lynching a messenger in- 
formed the arresting party that ina bedroom 
of the farmhonse another woman was found, 
with her throat cut from ear to ear, uncon- 
scious, but not dead. 

This further intelligence exasperated the 
furions crowd the more against the helpless 
prisener, and it wes resolved to torture him 

death. The poor fellow, paralyzed with 
ar, listened in speechless agony tothe dev- 
ilish mcdes enggested for taking his life, 
Dregeirg bim, more dead than alive, to the 
fated wocd shed, the rope that had been 
arcund his neck for some time was put 
around a rafter to the roof,and then with 
oathsand blows the trembling and bieeding 
formof the poor fellowwas drawn up and 
then lowered .again. Several times had this 
been repeated, and just as the mob was pre. 
Paring to hoist himthe third time, and jast 
When cons jousneks Was about to forsake 
hima Joud veice was beard from the house 
éxclaiming: 
IN ALARMING TONES, 

“Hold on, men! Stop, for Heaven's sake! 
Den’t bang him! He is innocent!’ Taelyach- 
ers paused, while in breathless haste the man 
who had interrupted them told that- the wo- 
man with her throat cut had revived and had 
confessed that she had murdered the woman 
found in the woodshed, and then had cut her 
throat herself in anattempt to take her own 
life. Leonsrd was at once released, but, una- 
bie te stand, he swooned away as soon as the 
rope was removed from his neck, and then 
these who had been foremost in the attempt to 
take his life were nowthe most anxious to 
effect hie restoration. Fer days he lingered 
between lifeand death, kindly nursed and 
cared for by his iste enemies until able to start 
for his Indiana home. The woman with her 
throat cut. crazed by the murder and attend- 
ing incidents, refused to submit to medical 
treatment, tore the bandages from her throat, 
pulled apart her gaping wound, and died the 
eame night. Before dying she briefly told the 
history of the tragedy that came so0 near re- 
tulting in the death of an innocent man at the 
bands of an enraged mob. 

THE MURDERED WOMAN 

was her step-mother, and disagreements be- 
tween the pair were an almst daily occurrence, 
and frequent fights had been indulged in be- 
tween the quarreling women. Toat morning 
an old fuss bad beer revived’ and the step- 
mother had driven her from the house with a 
club, and songht ehelter in the woodshed, 
where,pursued by the other, she had caught up 
the ax, chopped her enemy down, and, frenzied 
with passion, had hacked the head almost from 
the body. Returning to the house she espied 
young Leonard approaching, and believing he 
had witnessed her murderous deed and would 
arrest her, she seized a knife and sought to 
end her wretched existence. The discovery 
of the step-mother’s body soon after the flight 
of Leonard turned suspicion to him, and 
cansed pursuit and his arrist, with its sabse- 
quent terrifying ordeal, and wou!d have ended 
in his death but for the timely revival of the 
murderess, whose confession was just in time 
to rescue him alive and remove the stain of a 
double murder from his name.

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THE CZAR’S DANGER, 


Another Attempt Made Wpon the Life of 
Alexander. 

Lonpon, April 10.—The Vienne correspond. 
ent of the Morning Post says a report is car- 
rent to the effect that another attempt to mur- 
der the czar was made on the Morkoy road, ia 
St. Petersburg, last Wednesday, and that a sta- 
dent and a woman were arrested who were 
carrying bombs under their plaids. 

The most alerming reports respecting the 
ezar have been in circulation in St. Peters- 
burg. One rumor was te the effect thata mine 
hed been discovered under the imperial pal- 
ace at Gatschina, but it is learned on 
the best authority that this report 
is ubtrne, Al-o that no arrests 
have been made at Gatschina as was reported. 
On Wednesday, however, when the czar was 
driving to Gatschina station, a man and wo- 
men were seized at the corner of Neyski pros- 
pect and Great Morskaia, ten minutes before 
the czar's carriage parsed. Another person 
tried to present a petition as the czar passed, 
but was arrested before he could reach the 
carriege. It has not yet been ascertalned 
positively whether or not the persons arrested 
had any criminal intentions. The czar was ia 
perfect health and excellent spirits. 

The Vienna and Berlin telegrams confirm the 
foregoing, and state thatthe culprits stood upon 
the steps of an uninhabited house, No. 14, and 
earried the bombs under a p'aidshawl. It is 
supposed that the petition.. ~"as an accomplice 
of the other two, and did not know that the 
latter had been arrested. The czar kaew 
nothing of the arrests. He sat beside the 
czarina, and kept bowing to the populace. 
They were returning to Gatechina from the 
winter palace, where they had been receiving 
a Japanese prince. 

The Times’ St. Petersburg correspondent 
confirms the statement thata number of ar- 
rests were made there Wednesday on the occas- 
ion of the visit of the czar, but says he is un- 
able to confirm the report that a fresh attempt 
had been made on the czar’s life.

Vbird. That they sincerly and explicitly prom- 
ise absolutely to avoid all that may either favor 
Masonic and cther condemned societies, or violate 
the laws either of justice, charity or of state. 

Fourth. That they abstain from every promise 
and from every oath by which they wouid bind 
themselves either to obey blindly all orders of di- 
rectors of the society, or keep absolute secrecy

The Need of an index to the County Ree- 
ords. 

Macon, ©: 10.—[Special ]—It is a 
singular fact sibb county, one of the 
richest and foremost in the state, is must hope- 
lessly beld back in the rear ranks of modern 
progress by the questionable policy of. its pao- 
ple. 

Yestercay a man came toa lawysr and 
asked him toexamine the records of a prop- 
erty worth about $3,000. The attorney was a 
conscientious inen, and he called his clivat’s 
attention toa factthat has not befvre been 
meade public. That is, that in conseqaence of 
the extreme cifficulty accompanying sash an 
examination, from the lack of anyindex to 
the county records, the lawyers have 
entered into a written compact not 
to enter into such an examination 
unless for a fee of fifteen dollars, with 
two and a half pert cent. additional on all 
property worth over six hundred dollars. 
This would Lave made the job cost the client 
thirty do}lars. 

The grand jury has recommended the in- 
cexing of the records, but the commissioners 
The index only extends 
toa period some twenty years back, aud if 
one wantsiofinia thing on any of the large 
volumes since that time there is nothing for it 
but to take them down, book by beok, and 
run through them, thus consuming hours, per- 
haps days, ©n a task that could be accom- 
plished in a few minutes were the records in- 
dexed. 

Houston county paid one hundred and fifty 
dollars to have its records indexed, and other 
more progressive but far less wealthy counties 
have dexe the same. Bibb, which should set 
an example in such matters, stands aloof and 
imposes this onerous tax on taxpaying property 
owners for the leck of a proper index.

No doubt ‘‘Frankie,’’ as the 
children call Mrs. Cleveland, will be anx- 
iously expected on Monday, and her arrival 
will be hailed even more than the presi- 
dent's, 


How About the Monroe Doctrine. 

The reported threat of British officials to 
seize an island belonging to Hayti, in satis- 
faction of the claims of individual Eoglish- 
men against certain Haytian citizens, would 
sound like a sensational story, were it not 
for the well-known policy of aggression 
which has always characterized our British 
cousins. 

Assuming it to be true that it is the pur- 
pose of the British government to seize and 
appropriate the island of Tortegas, the ques- 
tion naturally arises, what are we going to 
do about it ? 

We cannot stand by and permit the seiz- 
ure of the island without abandoning the 
Monroe doctrine, and if {there ever was a 
time wken it was our dufy to uphold this 
doctrine to its fulleat extent, that time is 
now upon us. 

After repeatedly declaring our determina- 
tion to oppose any attempt of the powers of 
Furepe to extend their system to any por- 
tion of this hemisphere, it is ont of the ques- 
tion fer us to allow the forcible annexation 
of apartof the republic of Hayti to the 
British empire. 

The fact that Tortugas is an insignificant 
little island, twenty-iive miles or so in 
length, is nothing.. Leflore many years com- 
plications growing out of the Panama canal 
will probably involve usin hostilities with 
one or more L:uropean governments. When 
that time arrives the friendship of all the 
American republics will be a great poiat in 
our favor. But we cannot expect the sup- 
poit ofour neighbors if we leave them ex- 
pored to the tender mercies of european ro>- 
bers. 

Another point. HTvery footef gronnd in 
the West indies or in Central America that 
ig acyuired by the [nropean powers will 
some day be used as a base of operations 
avainst us. The wisdom that formulated 
the Monroe doctrine anticipated this. It is 
dangerous to our peace and safety to allow 
the rival system of the old world to eatrench 
iteelf in our backyard or upon the adjacent 
commons, so to speak. 

Perhaps the British are not in earnest, 
They may be playing their favorite game of 
bluff. In either case our line of conduct 
shonld be the same. Our war vessels at 
Key West and Aspinwall should be dis- 
patched to the scene of action, and, if the 
occasion justifies it, every old tub in the 
navy that will float should be sent there. A 
brave stand for the Monroe doctrine at this 
time will save us noendof trouble in the 
future,

Thereis no puzzle about 
it. Itis aplain, straightforward attempt 
on the part of the democratic majority in 
copgress to surrender the fruits of demo- 
cratic victory; aud the attempt has thus far 
been very successful. There is no sense in 
criticizing Mr. Cleveland’s appointments 
under the civil service Jaw.

If they fail to mod- 
ify it the responsibility rests with them and 
not with the president.

Cleveland is cotscientiously and honestly 
carrying out a law that was enacted by 
means of democratic votes. If he failed to 
do this, we should regard him as much of a 
hypocrite as the democrats who voted for 
ihe law.

The Prohibition Party. 

SR. Murphy, N. C.: Please give a brief 
history ofthe prohibition. party. 

The prohibition party has existed as a loca! or 
state organization formany years. Locaitemperance 
feniiment was first organized into a state party in 
Maine in 1846, through the efforts of Neal Dow, It 
won its first real triumph in the passage of the 
Maine liquor law, in 1551. The party has existed 
as animyortant factorin many local and state 
elections since that time, but has only recently 
playcd any part in national elections. Its first 
national convention was held February 22, 1872, at 
Columbus, Ohio, There were present 1% delegates 
from nine states; the president of the meeting was 
Samuel Chase, of Ohio. A long platform was 
adopted, after which the names of James Black, 
of Pennsylvania, for president, and John Rusgell, 
of Michigan, for vice president, were brought for- 
ward and were accepted by acclamation. This 
ticket cut such a sma)! figure in the campaign that 
we donot find it even mentioned in tables of 
election returns, It probably, however, polleda 
few thousand votes. In 1876 this party again held 
the first convention of the annual series. It metin 
Cleveland, Obio, May 17,and with theusnual ex- 
tended platform, providing for’ the ex- 
tinction of every form of vice, petty or great, nom- 
ipated for president Green Clay Smith, of Ken- 
tucky, and for vice-president G. T. Stewart, of 
Ohio. This ticket received 9,522 on the popular 
yote. In 1880 the prohibitionists again held a con- 
vention at Cleveland, Ohio, June 17. Like the 
prevsous conventions of the party it attracied] so 
littie attention that the leading newspapers of the 
country did not take the trouble to publish the 
preceedings. Twelve states were represented by 
142 delegates. A platform very similar to that of 
1876 was adopted, and General Neal Dow, of Maine, 
was pominated for president, and A. W. Thomp 
son, of Ohio. for vice-president. This ticket re- 
ceived 10,305 votes at the general election. In 1854 


the probibition party held iis national convention 


at Pittsburg, July 23. The usual comprehensive 
platform was adopted, and the mecting, partly be- 
cause the party which it represented had become 
largely augmented in numbers, and partly through 
the efloris of the W. C. T. U. seetion, was exten- 
sively noticed in reports inthe leading newspa- 
pers. It nominated John P, St. John, of Kansas, 
for president, and William Daniel, of Maryland, 
for vice-president. The party received at the time 
151,809 popular yotes.:

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AN EVANGELIST’S CAREER. 


The Story of One of the Most Shocking 

Crimes Ever Committed in the West. 
From the New York Times. 

A difference of opinion exists in Vancouver, 
W. T., as tothe moral ontfit, soto speak, of Mrs. 
Emme Molloy, a noted evangelist, who is conduct: 
ing revival mectings in that region and inct- 
for temperance 
and woman suffrage. The Vancouver correspoad- 
ent of the Portland Oregonian, recently expressed 
some doubt as to her wualifieations for religious 
work, whereupon the Rey. Jobn R. Thompson, 0 
the Presbyterian church in Vancouver, and the 
Rey. J. H. Skidmore, of the Methodist churca 
there, hastened to defend ber ‘and to deciare iu 
the Oregonian that “99 percent of the Ciris- 
tian people of Vancouver’ agreed with them 
about this evangelist’s ‘“‘perfect innecence Of aby 
crime egainst God or man.’’ 

The name of Mrs. Emma Molloy 
the most shocking crimes ever commited in the 
west—a crime for which her foster-caughter Bow 
awaits trial and for which her former associate in 
religious work, Geo, EK. Grabam, was hanged bya 
mob one year ago. It isa curious factthat in no 
part ofthe country are religious professions and 
simulated religious fervor more effectively used as 
a cloak for atrocious criminal tendencies and “acts 
then in southern Missouri. One of the leaders of 
the infamous bard of thugs called Bald Koaobbers 
isa Baptist preacher, and several of his fellow- 
afsassins are members of his church. It was in 
southern Missouri that Sarah Graham!/was mur- 
dered in September, 1855, and on Mrs, Molloy’s 
farm. 

George E. Graham, one of Mrs. Molloy’s associ- 

ates, had served two terms, oneof five years aud 
the other of two, in ihe Indiava state penitentiary. 
Lburing his first term his wife, Sarah, procureda 
divorce from him. In 1878, after his re- 
lease, as her relatives testify, the two 
were married again. DBefore that reunion he 
sought Mrs. Molloy. ‘‘It was natural he should 
cling to me,’’ she wrote iu a jetter which appears 
to have been published by her counsel, “for I was 
the only cre to whom he conld pour out his heart. 
He talked to me about his wife and children in 
Fort Wayne.” After the reunion the Grahams 
lived with Mrs. Molloy and her foster daughter, 
Cora Lee. Mrs. Molloy. toen, as now, an evange- 
list, was connected witha paper called the Morn- 
ing and Day of Reform. She bought this paper in 
order that Graham might be employed as its busi- 
ness manager, and the entire party meved toa 
little town in northern Kansas. Portions of the 
letter to which we have referred are published in 
the Oregonian. In it Mrs. Molloy says: ““We had 
Mrs. Sarah Graham and her two 
children in the family with us, making 
nine in eil to be supported by my earn- 
ings. Finally the paper failed. 
his family back to Fort Wayne. He was at 
Wayne bnt a little while when he wrote to me for 
help. He and Cora, my fo.ter-daughter, 
bad been associated together in the office and had 
rrown fond of each other—so much so that when 
oeorgee left to go back to Fort Wayne her lfe was 
Jespeirecdof, But her lo was @ pure 
sid true &$ an angel.” 

Itappears that Mrs. Graham, convinced that 
ber husband was unfaithful, remained with her 
relatives in Indiana, and {that Graham coutinued 
to be associated with Mrs. Molloy and her daugn- 
ter. JIn/1885 the evangelists were at work in Mis 
souri and Kansas, and their headquarters were at 
a farm owned by Mrs. Molloy, tive miles from 
Springfield, Mo. On July 18, 1885, Graham was 
married to Cora Lee in Springheld. A few months 
later {the original Mrs. Graham disap- 
peared; She had last been seen in Springfield, to 
which pjace she had. come from Fort Wayne on 
September 30, 1885, with her children. Graham had 
met her at St. Louis, and his son testified that when 
the party arrived at Springfield Graham aud his 
wife left the children at a hotel, Graham saying 
that the mother would walk with him tothe Mol- 
ley farm. : 

That was Sarah Grabam’s lastjourney. She was 
murdered that night on the road to the Molloy 
ferm. Four months later, afterGraham had. been 
anested for bigamy, her friends began to look for 
her. Her body was found in an old well on the 
Molloy farm. A coroner's jury found that her hus- 
band had killed herand that “Emma Molloy and 
Cora Lee were accessories,’’ At the end of the pra 
liminary examination the court he!d that Cora 
Lee was an accessory before the fact and that Mrs. 
Molley was an accessory after the fact. andthe lat- 
ter was held in $5.000 to await the action of a 
gtTand jury. 

Girabam confessed his guilt and undertook to 

rotect the two women. Buthe declared that he 
bad killed his wife with a knife, while an exami- 
nation showed that she had beenshot. The theory 
of the prosecution was that Cora Lee was his part- 
per in the crime, andit was shown that onthe 
night when the Graham party arrived in Spring- 
fleld, Cora Lee left the farm ina buggy, and that 
Graham and two women were seen that evening 
ina Springfield restaurant. On the following 
mornirg the children were taken to the farm and 
were told that their mother had gone to the Pa- 
cific coast. The testimony of the boy, Charles (ira- 
ham, thirteen years old, was important. Both 
Cora'and Mrs. Molloy had told him, he said, that 
bis mother had gone west, and that he must say 
he had last seen her in St, Louis. A signboard 
was set up on the farm, near theold well, immedi 
ately after the murder, warning off all trespassers. 

For three months, while Sarah Graham’s body 
was lying there, Mrs. Molioy, Cora and Graham are 
said to have passed the spot daily coming from and 
going totbe scene of their religions labors, which 
are said to have caused the conversion of hun- 
dreds of persons. 

Graham was taken from the county jail on April 
27,1586, and hanged by a Jynching party. At last 
acecunts Cora Lee was still in*Sjail. In June last 
the indictments against Mrs. Molloy were quashed, 
and she resumed ber religious work. The Oregon- 
ian republishes a part of Charles Graham’s testi- 
mony, to the effect that his father lived in adult- 
ery with both Cora Lee and Mrs. Molioy in Kansas, 
even before Mrs. Graham started for Indiana, and 
also at the farm in Missouri, after Mrs. Graham had 
been murdered, 

Fyen ifitshould be conclusively shown that 
Mre. Molloy bad no knowledge of the murder—and 
it seems to be admitted that the evidence dves not 
werrant her prosezution—the facistend to prove 
that she is not well fitted for the work of arevival 
ist. If it be claimed that Graham did not remarry 
bis first wife, it follows that be was living with her 
in violation of the laws of God and man whilein 
Mrs. Moloy’s house in Kansas, and with Mrs. Mol- 
loy’s consent, and while Mrs. Molloy was conscious 
of ber Gaughter’s growing love for him. On the 
other hand, if Graham did remarry his first wife, 
how can Mrs. Molloy defend hér coursein sanc- 
t'oning her daughter’s bigamous marriage? Butif 
Charlies Graham’s testimony was trueit overshad- 
ows such questions as these.

Kimbell, and his energy in behaifof exhibits, by 
his influence in the norih and west, was 
unreluxipge, and contributed to the largest 
and best fair ever held sou:h of 8t. Louis, Missouri. 
Mr. H. I. Kimball also took the contract from the 
City of Atisuta to prepare the fair grounds for our 
first fair in Atlanta, in October, 1870. Mr. Kimball, 
in this work, manifested the energy and taste, and 
executive ability by which he has been distin- 
guisned in many enterprises.

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Care for Croup. 

The Governor and Mrs, Beaver had hardly got 
into their new home at Harrisburg when the news 
came that they had lost their baby boy from mem- 
branous croup. It will be remembered that the 
first year of Governor and Mrs. Pattison in the ex- 
ecutive mansion was saddened by the death of a 
child from the same cause. Croup doesits deadly 
work £0 quickly that sometimes before a physician 
can be called the momentin which relief might 
have been given has passed. Itis important that 
in every househoid where there arechildren croup 
remedies sliould be kept on hand, 

Fometimes when other means have failed to 
afford relief for severe croup and diphtheria the 
following has been tried successfully, but usually 
the ordinary simple and more convenient reme- 
dier, if used in time, will check the trouble: 

Take equal perts of turpentine and liquid tar, 
Say two tablespoonfulls, put them intoa tin pan or 
cup, and tet fireto the mixture, taking care to 
bave a /arger pan underit asa safe guard against 
fire: A dense resinous smoke arises which darkens; 
the room, but the sufferer seems to experience im- 
mediate relief, tre choking and rattling cease, and 
the patient seems to inhale the smoke with 
pleasure, and soon falls asleep. The fibrinous 
membrane soon becomes detached, and the 
patient coughs up microbeldes. These when 
caughtin a glass may beseen to dissolve in the 
smoke. Inthe course of three days thesick one 
entirely recovers. I would advise the removal 
from the room of such toipgs asthe smoke wonld 
be likely to injure.—Mrs. L. Thompson, Lan-

Cannot 
God, who owns all the material out of which 
bones and muscles and {flesh are made, get 
them up again if they have fallen? If

on the floor and it b:eaks. can he pot mend it 
again so you can seethronghit? And if God 
drops the human eye inta dust, the eye which 
he origivaily fashioned, can He not restore it? 
Aye, if the manufacturer of the telescope by a 
change of the glass and a change of focus can 
make a better glass than that which was origi- 
nally corstiucted, and actually improve it, do 
you not think the fashioner of the human eye

Twothousand years 
ago buried, yet resurrected, A traveller says 
he fonnd ina mummy pit in Egypt garden 


| peas that had been buried there three thousand 
| yearsago. He brought them out and on the 


4th of June, 1¢44, he planted them, and ia 
thirty days they sprang up. Buried three 
thonsand yeays, yetresurrected. “Why should 
it be thovghtia thing incredible with you that 
God should raise the dead?” 

Where did all this siik come from—the silk 
that adorns your persons and your homes? In 
the hollow of a stailiv a Greek missionary 
brotght from Chinato Europe the progenitors 
of those worms that now supply the silk mar- 
kets of many nations. The pageantry of ban- 
nexycd host and the luxurious articles of com- 
mercial emporium blazing out from the silk 
worms. And who shall be surprised if out of 
this insignificant earthly body, this insignifi- 
cant earthly life, our bodies unfold into some- 
thing worthy of the coming eternities? Put 
silver into diluted nitre and it dissolves, Is 
the silver gone forever? No. Pat in some 
pieces of copper and thesilver reappears, If 
cre force dissolves another force organizes.

Ever and annon tiere are instances of men 
and women entranced. 

A trance. is death followed by resurrection 
after a few days--total suspension of mental 
power and yoluntary action. Lov. William 


Tennent, a great evangelist of the last genera- | 


tion, of whom Dr. Archibald Alexander, @ man 
far from being sentimental, wrote in most eu- 
logistic terms; Rev. William Tennent seemed 
todie. His spirit departed. People came in 
day after day and said: “He is dead; he is 
dead,” Butthe soulthat fied returned, and 
William Tennent lived to write out the experi- 
ence of what he bad seen while his sonl was 
gone. It may be found some time that what 
is called suspended animation or comatose 
state is brief death, giving the soul an excur- 
sion into tho next -worid from which it 
comes back; a furlough of a_ few 
hours, granted from the conflict of life to 
which it must return. Do not this 
waking up of men from trance, and this wak- 
ing up of insects from winter lifelessness, and 
this waking up of grains buried three thou- 
sand years ago, make it easier for you to be- 
lieve that your body ard mind after the vaca- 
tion of the grave sha'l rouse and rally, thongh 
there be three thousand years between our 
last breath and the sounding ofthe archan- 
gelic reveille? Physiologists tell us that while 
the most of our bodies are built with such 
wonderful economy that we can spare nothing, 
and the loss of a finger is a hinderment, and 
the injury ofa tce joiat makes us lame, still 
that we havo two or three useless physica! ap- 
parati, and no anatomist or physioiogist has 
ever becn able to tell what they are good for. 
They are no doubt the foundation of 
the resurrection body, worth nothing to 
us in this state, tobe indispensably valuable 
in the next stato. The Jewish rabbins had 
only a hint of this suggestion when they said 
thatin the human frame there was a small 
bone which they said was to be the basis of 
the resurrection body.

Bat after awhilo 
your soul will go to the Holy Land, and 
while you are gone the old house 
of your tabernacle will be entirely re- 
ecnstructed from cellar to attic, and 
every nerve, muscle and bone and tissue and 
atic? y must be hauled over, and the old struc- 
ture will be burnished and adorned and raised 
and cupolced and enlarged, and all the im- 
proven: nts of heaven iotroduced and you will 
move intoit on resurrection day. “For we 
know that if ovrearthly house of this taber- 
nacle were dis:olved,we have a’building of God, 
a house not mace with$bands, eternal in the 
heavens.” O, what a day when body and 


soul meet again! They are very fond of each

Or your body have a 
joy and your soul not re-echo it? Or, chang- 
ing the question, did you soul ever have any 
trouble and your body not sympathize with it?

HOW THE ATLANTA CHURCHES 
CELEBRATEDTHE FESTIVAL. 


Immente Congregetions in the Churches—How the 
Sanctuaries Were.

Never was therea brighter Easter than yes- 
terday.

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CUT IN TWO. 
A BOILER EXPLODES AND KILLSA 
YOUNG N:+GRO MAN, 


» A Shed atthe East Tennesss Water Tank, Two 81d 


One~-Haif Miles South of Dalton, Catches Fire, 
and Wile Burning Stops a Passenger 
Zrain— The Boiler Explodes. 


“We had a fataland horrible accident two 
miles and a half this side of Dalton, last 
night,” said an Atlanta man, gently, as he 
stepped from an East Tennessee passenger train 
yesterday morning. 

The accident to which the passenger had 
been an eye-witness, and of which he was 
speaking, resu'ted in the instant death, in = 
horrible manner, of a young man named Ford, 
and the wounding of two or three other per- 
50n8, 

Two and one half miles south of Dalton, on 
the East Tennessee road, a large water tank 
was located coon after the road was bnilt, At 
the tank a siationary engine was located which 
was used to pump water into the tub on the 
elevation. The entire plant was covered by a 
tubstantial shed, and at the place nearly all 
the trains on the road stopped to take ona 
supply of water. Night before last a south 
bound pastenger train started out from Dalton 
with enough water in the boilerto make the 
run tothe two-and-a-half mile tank. Just 
before the train reached the tank, however, 
the engineer saw a lightahead of him, and, 
upon drawing near, discovered the tank shed 
was on fire. The timbers were burning briskly 
and brightly, and when the engineer came 
within a few feet of the fire, he wascompelled 
to stop, and ran his train back, so intense was 
the heat. The tank and the burning shed 
were £0 near the track that the train could 
not pass,and ina few mieutes half the pase 
sengers were upon the ground. 

The light made by the burning timber was 
very brilliant and attracted the attention of 
persons living five to ten miles away, many of 
whem turned eut to ascertain what was burn- 
ing. AmongThose who were attracted to the 
tank by the bright light wasa young negro 

man or hoy named Ford, who lived about two 
milesaway. The people about the burning 
structure were unable to do anything to check 
the flames, and stood idly by watching it burn. 
The stationary engine was in the midst of the 
fire, but from some cause the crowd standing 
around were reckless enough tostand near 
enough to expose themselves to danger, 
notwithstanding the warning of 
railroad men. While the fire was getting uo- 
der fine headway a oud explosion oceurred and 
fora second tbe light was dimmed and the 
air was full of flying splinters of wood and 
iron. Smoke from the fire and escaping steam 
obstructed the view of those who heard the 
noise for a few seconds and when they cleared 
away those standing about knew that the boi- 
lerin the tank had exploded. At first no at- 
tention was paidto it, but presently a loud 
groan informed the crowd that someone had 
been injured. This suggested an investigation 
and the investigaticn disclosed one dead man 
and three injured men. The dead man was 
Ford, the negro, and his death was a 
horrible one, lord it appaars 
was standing much vearer the engine than any 
one else, exposing himseif recklessly. When 
the boiler gave way a large piece of it struck 
him about the stomach, cutting him almost 
entirely intwo. His death must have been 
instant, judging from the mutilation of his 
body. 

The investigation disclosed. three men, ons 
of whom was a passenger named Wallace, who 
had been hurt. Neither of the men, howev er 
were seriously hurt. The dead man and the 
injured were placed on the train and were car- 
ried back to Dalton, where the dead body was 
Jeft. Thetrain then came on to Ailantaas 
soon as it could pass the burning tank, haying 
been delayed quite awhile. Mr. Wallace, the 
passenger who was injured, came to Atlanta. 
His home is in North Carelina and he left yes- 
terduay for that state. 
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
